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10,000t? MEMBER 


The 10,000th member of the Quarter Century Wireless Associ- 
ation has just been accepted into membership. Recipient of 
this distinctive honor is J. 4. Johnston, WSCOC, of Waco, Texas. 
In recognition of this historic mile-stane, "Hank'' has been 
awarded a Life Membership in the QCWA. 


Starting out about 1915 with a “wireless” receiver built 
from the Boy Scout manual, Hank was first licensed in 1923 
as SANW ond he has been active on the air ever since, Now 
73 years old, he lists his other hobbies as photography, rifle 
shooting, "and blondes.'! 


His original receiver was the proverbial Quaker Oats box, 
wound with the required amount of wire to read 200 meters ~ 
more or less. The transmitter was the usual Ford spark coil 
“borrowed'* from one of the jaloppies of the times. With the 
aid of another fellow "Ham who built similar gear, the Dx 
record of the time was something in the order of two miles. 


Hank developed an Interest in the clicks and clacks coming 
from the local railroad depot and this led him to try for a 
job at the local telegraph office. It turned out, however, 
that they did not use the same dot and dash system as taught 
in the raflroad station, but another type of clatter chat 
didn't make much sense. They did need a “check boy'' around 
the office, tho, so Hank took the job. 


Up to this time Hank's Amateur operating had been done 
without benefit of any government license - a% was common 
custom in those days, But pressure began to mount against 
the non-licensed operations, and in 1923 Hank obtained his 
first call = SANW, 


He worked as a technician on the Multiplex printer for 
awhile then got a job as an operator in New York so he could 
attend some of the electronic schools. While there he operated 
under the call of W2AXC. Next he was transferred into Faximile 
work. During the war years he was in the Telemeter department 
and some repeater and wire department work. Shorctly after 
the war the company began using VHF radio and "the boss, think- 
ing this would be a good place to lose me, put me in radio." 
That started him using VHF radio at the home station - 144, 

220 and 420 Mc, along with RITY. 


After retiring From commercial work, and returning to Texas, 
Hank began doing some two way radio maintenance and television 
work to keep in practice. The last three years have been 
filled with loafing, a little hunting and fishing and some

An Honorary Membership in the Quarter Century Wireless Associ- 
ation is being conferred upon Federal Communications Commissioner 
Robert E. Lee. [tn recagnition of his Quarter of a Century of 
outstanding service at the FCC and his contributions to the 
cause of amateur radio, Mr. Lee will be presented with an 
Honorary Membership during the QCWA Luncheon at Reston, Va., 
on September 12. 


Commissioner Lee is the Senior member of the FCC. He was 
first appointed to the Comnission by President Elsenhower and 
is now serving his fourth term. Prior to his service with 
the FCC, Mr. Lee was with the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in 1938 as a Special Agent and later served on the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations for which he was the Director of Surveys 
and Investigations Staff. 


He has had a tong list of committee assignments within the 
FCC ~ including Vice Chairman of the World Administrative Radio 
Conference for Space Telecommunications and the 1973 Pleni- 
potentiary Conference, Chairman of the U.S. Delegation to the 
World Administrative Telephone and Telegraph Conference; and 
Chairman of the U.S. Delegation to the World Administrative 
Radio Conference for Maritime Mobile Communications. 


Commissioner Lee has long been known as a friend of Amateur 
Radio. The Quarter Century Wireless Association takes consider- 
able pride in having Commissioner Robert E. Lee as an Honorary 
Member.

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THE OLD TIMERS’ CORNER 
By WSEJ 


Sixty years ago, in September, 1915, the U.S. Government had 
just received evidence of the usefulness of Amateur Radio Oper- 
ators. The scene was Sayville, Long Isiand, where was located 
Radio Station WSL, owned by the Atlantic Communication Company. 
It was determined that the Atlantic Communication Company was 
further owned and controlled by the Telefunken Company of 
Germany. Officials were of the opinion that the Sayville sta~ 
tion might be transmitting information on about 9000 meters 
wavelength, which contained clandestine military information 
directed toward German submarines. 


At that time (June, 1915} only one man had experience in 
recording material directly off the air ... and sure enough, 
that pioneer was an Amateur. His name was Charles E. Epgar, 
of 549 Corelton Road, Westfield, M.J. His amateur experimental 
station was 2MM. He was approached by the U.S. Secret Service, 
and Inspector L.R. Krumm, of the radio service, to set up equip- 
ment to record every transmission carried out by WSL. Charies, 
2MM, set up his equipment and began recording the transmissions 
on June 7, 1915. 


By June 21, he had recorded 175 cylinders of material which 
were turned over to the governmental agents who determined 
that acrostic codes were used in transmission of material which 
could be construed as an "'unneutral act'' against countries 
opposed to Germany In the war. (The U.S. was not yet Involved 
directly in the war.) Based on the recordings, which formed a 
record from which the coded messages could be deciphered, the 
U.S. Government on July 9, E915, announced that Tn the future 
the transmitter at Sayville would be operated by American Naval 
officers in the interests of its proprietors, and that the 
Secretary of Commerce had refused to issue a license for oper- 
ation of WSL by the Atlantic Communications Company. 


In this day, when anyone makes recordings at a moments notice, 
such a feat seems small indeed, Sut listen to the remarks of 
the German scientist, Dr. Frank, operator of the station, when 
he was advised of the manner by which evidence was gethered.... 
Dr. Frank said, "That Mr. Apgar can record messages sent out 
by wireless on a phonograph cylinder is hardly worth discussion. 
That is physically impossible. 1 have never heard of its being 
done. If Mr. Apgar has accomplished it, he should get his idea 
patented and perhaps we will duy it." 


Down through the years Amateurs have lead the way in communi-~ 
cations. Jt Is this tradition which binds us together, and

In other memories from 1915, we note that Charles L. Van 
Hoesen, of 206 Frank Street in Rochester, New York, passed 
away. Charles was the first President of the Rochester Wire- 
less Association. It is our understanding that Charles oper- 
ated one of the beset receiving stations tn the East. 


On August 16, 1915, a tornado blew continuously for 18 hours 
across Galveston, Texas. The Marconi station at Galveston was 
placed on the air and formed the only means of comaunication 
for several days. This was probably WGV, the Marconi station 
at Galveston. ; 


The stock market showed total transactions of 257,546 shares 
on August 27, 1915, and American Marconi sold at 4) to 4-3/8.

The Baltimore Chapter of the QCWA had its annual dinner 
on 10 May. Dr. William Webster, W82THC, who is employed by 
NASA, gave a presentation: "A KAM's VISIT TO RUSSIA." Dr. 
Webster's talk covered the preliminary results of a coapera- 
tive program between NASA and the Soviets. In the future, it 
is hoped, satellites will measure the intensity of the radia~ 
tion from the Artic covering wavelengths from about 1 to 20 cm, 
Information extracted from these measurements are related to 
weather conditions in the Artic. It Is expected that this 
information can be used in the future to provide accurate long 
range weather forcasts.
